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Murder, or picking a Pocket, fuch a Satiriit may depend 
upon it that his Satire would injure no body but bim/elj 
We are heartily forry to fay, that the Satire upon Mr. 
Pepe in the toilowing Lines has but too much Foundation 
in Truth. Nothing is more notorious at prefent, than 
that Mr. P by a very ill judged Conduct, has made 
a principal Pert of his Charader to confitt in a Hatred to 
Mankind in General, and a burning Envy in Particular to- 
wards fome of the moft eminent Writers of the Age. In. 
numerable Initances of the fzf# might be collected from

pen to be our Ca’e, I beg Gentlemen to confider, whe. 
ther a greater Curfe could fall on any People, than to 
have fach a Parliament as This entailed upon them. 
«« I have been often furprized, when I reflected how 
wanting we were to ourfelves, at the Revolution, in not 
retrieving and fecuring for ever, by the C/aim of Rights, 
our antient Conftitution of frequent, mew Parliaments; 
which, in my poor Opinion, was much more valuable 
than All that We claimed befides ; but We obtained 
This, in Part, by the A@ paffed in the fixth Year of 
the Reign of King /Vi/liam, and which the Bi// before 
us is intended to repeal; for by that AG We are to 
have new Parliaments, at leaft, once in three Years ; 
and even This is fuch a Security to the Britifb Liber- 
ties, that all the Objections againft triennial Elediions 
are but very Trifles, when compared with That. 
Therefore I am not a little furprized, when I hear 
Gentlemen fay that the triennial A@ is a new Confii- 
tution, and that the intended Repea/ of it will be but 
reftoring the King, in Part, to his Prerogative, and fet- 
ting the Conffitution a little nearer to what it antientl 
was. Surely, there is nothing farther from the Trut 
of the Fact. The antient Conftitution was, at leaft, 
annual new Parliaments; and This was broke in upon, 
and that Breach afterwards continued in the Manner, 
which [ have already fet forth; and by this A@ We 
have no new Privilege granted, but only reftored in 
Part to Thofe, which We had always a Right to. But 
were it in Reality a mew Grant, fhall We give it up to 
enlarge only the Prerogatives of the Crown? May We 
not, in the fame Way of Reafoning, give up the H- 
beas Corpus AG » and all the other Privileges and Im- 
munities, which have been obtained to the People from 
the Crown, from the Date of Maena Charta to this 
very Day? This furely hath not been the good old 
Way of Reafoning in this Place, and I prefume it will 
meet with due Difcouragement at this Time. I hope
